humanity have opened before them. 

" Happy children of silence." 
they have been called, and, indeed 
the expression seems most apt 
The brightest, happiest faces I have 

ever seen, were those in the school- 
rooms and upon the play .mounds 
of the institutions thai shelter the 
little fortunate unfortunates un- 
fortunate, because of 1 heir. a 111 id ion ; 
fortunate; because of the many ad 
vantage* that are offered them. 

i'riorlo ISIi'i, there was little 
effort made to educate those who 
were deaf : then Rev .

The linker-alphabet is the basis 
tor the education of the deaf and 
dumb in nearly all institutions;

as rapidly as can talking people. 

Articulation is also taught, and

In v lew of the picsent results, it 
seems strange thai liberal education 
for ihe deaf was previously dis- 
regarded.

Some of the schools arc for day- 
pupils, but the majority arc board 
inn pupils. They have their trade-

And there is always music to ac 
company the dance louder music 

than usual, perhaps, tor il is the 

vibration of sound and not the 

sound Itself, to which the deaf 
keep slep. 

Ii seems strange to enter the 
playground where the deafchil 
dren are gathered bright fa.
